The Crawford County 
Crime Investigation Pro- 
gram paid large dividends 
after its first full year of 
operation. 

Lt. Chuck Haas, of the 
Crawford County Sheriff 
Department, operated the 
program’ and _ recovered 
more than $34,000 in stolen 
property and made 58 felon 
arrests. 

The program first ap- 
peared for nine months in 
1978-79 before it was axed in 
budget cuts. The program 
showed a clear profit then as 
well - Haas recovered about 
$81,000, mostly in stolen 
cars. 

The sheriff dept. runs the 
program because its road of- 
ficers don’t have enough 
time while on patrol to con- 
duct a lot of investigating. 

Haas picks up the trail af- 
ter the road officers lay the 
groundwork. 

“Without good initial work 
by the road officers my work 
would be ten times harder,”’ 
Haas said. ‘‘We have some of 
the best trained road officers 
around, Eight out of nine 
have training in crime scene 
investigation.”

For a half mile down the 
slope of Division Hill they 
built eight-inch, solid ice 
walls. At the top they built a 
four-foot take-off ramp. At 
the bottorn of the hill, they 
continued the ice walls 40 
feet out onto Lake 
Margrethe for a slick finish. 

When the Grayling work- 
men completed their project 
in January, 1927, they had 
the longest man-made 


toboggan run in the world 
capable of speeds 75-80 miles 
amhour. 

This was the first of many 
Grayling toboggan runs that 


introduced thousands to win- 
ter sports. In peak years, 


175,000 passengers rode 
toboggans down Grayling 
slopes. 


Grayling residents took to 
that first toboggan run in 
1927 like children go after 
Christmas presents. Back 
then, kids and adults took 
their own toboggans and 
pulled them up the hill. Two 
girls were reported in the 
Avalanche that year as 
walking a total of 16 miles in 
one night pulling — their 
toboggan uphill after riding 
down the mile-long run, 

It didn’t take long for the 


first toboggan race to be 
organized to prove who was 
the fastest. John Deckrow 
and Frank Serven won, 
covering a half mile in 21 
seconds in a steel runner 


toboggan.

Area wildlife are still look- 
ing for a January thaw or 
even a February thaw to 
help most of them make it 
throughthe winter. | 

DNR wildlife biologist Ray 
Perez, of the Grayling field 
office, says deer, squirrels, 
and wild turkeys could be in 
rough shape if the deep snow 
and cold temperatures stay 
another 3-4 weeks. 

Perez says the county deer 
have been holed up a couple 
of weeks and are eating 
browse food. They can with- 
stand severe conditions for 
about six weeks without too 
many problems. 

But the heavy snows came 
at the end of December. If a 
thaw doesn’t break up the

cold snap soon, Perez says 
fawns could start dying in 
the middle of February. 

He says the adult deer will 
be fine into March, They had 
a good November and 
December with little snow 
and plenty of food available. 

What the above average 
population of deer in the 
county need is a thaw to melt 
some snow and make a hard 
crust to walk on, Perez says. 
A thaw would also give the 
deer a break from the low 
temperatures and wind chill 
that have been sucking the 
energy right out of them. 

If the snow and cold con- 
ditions last through March, 
deer reproduction in the 
spring will be hurt. Does

offspring will be too weak to 
survive, 

Perez says squirrels and 
wild turkeys are already. 
hurting. A poor fall crop. of 
acorns and deep snow have 
left the squirrels few acorns 
to find. Turkeys, ground 
feeders, have to dig through 
two feet of snow to eat. 

Other area wildlife, such 
as the grouse, are doing 
okay. Grouse like the deep 
snow to bury into for insula- 
tion. Rabbits and bobcats 
also are handling the deep 
snow and cold. 

For deer, squirrels, and 
turkeys, however, Perez 
says the present conditions 
are cause for worry and the 
next 3-4 weeks will be 
critical,

; For the life of us, we have never experienced a 
winter month such as January 1982...this is the 
fourth weekend that we have had blizzard con- 
ditions, and mountains of snow along with sub-zero

Michigan faces its most difficult 
year ever, Governor William G. 
Milliken said but added there is no 
reason to despair if work can be com- 
pleted on pending economic develop- 
ment proposals. 

During his annual State of the 
State address before a joint conven- 
tion of the Legislature, Milliken said 
lawmakers can provide for the wel- 
fare of future generations through 
measures such as an environmental/ 
economic fund backed by mineral 
revenues, 

_. Karlier, House Speaker Bobby 
Crim of Davison, stating that 1982 
would probably be his last year in 
the Legislature, said members of the 


Legislature must confront the fiscal ° 


difficulties of Michigan as a 
challenge ‘‘to make our state greater 


“and stronger than ever before, and 
‘life more secure for its citizens.” 


Much of the legislative activity in 
the remainder of the 81st session 
will be overshadowed by Michigan's 
economic difficulties, Crim said, but 


‘lawmakers must work on some type 


of property tax reform, make major 
changes in utilities regulations and 
complete action on legislation 
regulating interest rates. 

Senate Majority Leader William 


.Faust of Westland listed economic 
- and job development and working to 
- Increase federal aid as top priorities 
- for the new session. 


He called for the continued

recognizes the limitations placed 
upon us not only by fiscal restraints 
but also by the need to avoid ex- 
cessive government,” the governor 
said during his state of the State 
address. 

“Phe choices we make will help 
determine how quickly and com- 
pletely we rebound from two suc- 
cessive national recessions and how 
well we cushion our economy again- 
st future national economic down- 
turns. I do not mean to say we can 
solve all of Michigan’s problems 
this year. But I believe we can make 
a difference this year, a substantial 
difference,” Milliken said. 

Aides to the governor said his op- 
timism for the future reflects his 
belief in the state’s potential as a 
major center for the robotics indus- 
try and for high technology develop- 
ment, based on a core of well- 
established institutions and abun- 
dant natural resources. 

Although the faltering automobile 
industry will probably not regain 
the dominance it once had, Milliken 
said it will remain Michigan’s key 
industry into the next century, while 
agriculture and teurism will con- 
tinue to thrive. 

While economic development. is 
the highest priority, Milliken’s 
proposals primarily embody last 
year’s uncompleted agenda. 

Those items include an economic 
development authority, use of pen-

While deer hunting recent- 
ly, a weasel popped out of a 
tangle of roots not far from 
where | sat. ‘he weasel was 
as white as the snow and if 
he had not moved, it would 
have been difficult to see. 
There are nine members in 
the Michigan weasel family. 
One has just recently been 
reintroduced into the Upper 
Peninsula, that being the 
pine martin which is a lover 
of wild areas and a vigorous 
hunter of red squirrels. The 
fisher was last reintroduced 
in 1963 and seems to have 
established itself. The fisher 
prefers a diet of porcupine. 
The otter is the family play- 
boy spending its time in or 
near water where it feeds on 
aquatic life. The skunk is 
most offen remembered for 
its smell rather than its 
mouse and _ insect-eating 
habits. The badger is the 
miner in the family feeding 
on gophers and mice. The 
mink is the glamorous one in 
the family, or at least its fur 
is, since garments made 
from it seem to stay in style 
forever. There are three 
weasels that carry the name, 
those being the least, short- 
tailed and long-tailed. Ounce 
for cunce, they are fierce lit- 
tle creatures and while they 
prey on a variety of wildlife, 
it is still the lowly mouse 
which makes up a large part 
of their food. It is those latter 
members of the family 
which change their brown 
summer coats for a coat of 
white when winter comes. 
Authorities do not agree that 
the wolverine, which is a 
member of the family, ever 
resided in Michigan even 
though Michigan is called 


the Wolverine State.

Gail Edwards 
energy conscious people 
in norther climates have 
begun to realize that energy 
(and money) can be saved 
by “dressing” up windows to 
keep out the cold. 

“With more and more 
companies providing a large 
choice of thermal window 
coverings it is increasingly 
important to make a wise 
selection,’ says Cynthia 
Fridgen, Michigan State 
University Iextension 
specialist in housing and 
energy. 

Some important consider- 
ations in purchasing window 
coverings are: 

* Ifficiency. This means 
the ability of the product to 
do the best job possible. 

«R-value. This is the resis- 
tance of a material to the 
flow of heat through it. The 
higher the R-value, the more 
efficient the product. 

* Tightness. This is the 
ability of the material to pre- 


‘vent heat loss through infil- 


tration. Thermal window 
coverings must have a 
mechanism for sealing 


against or around the win- 
dow frame. 

¢ Reflectivity. This is the 
ability of a product to reflect 
heat back toward the area 
where you prefer it to stay - 
inside in winter, outside in 
summer. This means the 
product needs a reflective 
liner of some type. 

If a thermal window 
covering has all of these 
components, it will perform 
at optimal level. 

There are also some win- 
dow treatments for energy 
saving that can be used out- 
side the home. Evergreens 
planted to the north of the 
house, will be an effective 
wind break once they have 
grown to roughly twice the 
height of the house.

Sewage Plans 
Draw Fire 


Sewage facility plans pro- 
posed for an area near the 
four corners of Montmoren- 
cy, Crawford, Oscoda, and 
Otsego County have drawn 
protest from a_ citizens 
group. 

Preliminary engineering 
plans made for Albert 'Town- 
ship in Montmorency County 
call for a five-acre sewage 
site about three and a half 
miles southwest of Lewiston. 

A citizens group made up 
of Lewiston residents and 
homeowners near the 
proposed site oppose the 
plans mainly for environ- 


mental and financial 
reasons. They say the under- 
ground  drainfield will 


pollute area well water and 
surface water including the 
Big Creek and AuSable 
River. 

The proposed 
facility plans are the result 
of a study started in 1971, 
Albert Township Supervisor 
Gene Thorton said. The 
proposed drainfield would 
mainly handle liquids pum- 
ped out of Lewiston septic 
tanks. 

The citizens group says $3- 
4 million of estimated costs 
for the system is too much to 
pay to solve a_ problem 
limited to a small area of 
Lewiston. 


RA ct 
Margaret Meier, of 


Lewiston, a member of the 
citizens group also said a 
drainfield for Lewiston 
sewage should be located 
closer to Lewiston. 

“I’m not opposed to a 
sewer system for 
Lewiston...I’m not opposed 
to progress, but it makes 
better sense to take care of 
the sewage problem within a 
mile or two of Lewiston. 

“The township’s sewer 
proposal is not very far from 
my property on West Twin 
Lake, and it’s not very far 
from the jake. They teil us 
that water from the sewage 
will only travel one way 
downstream south toward 


sewage 


Crawford and Oscoda coun- 
ties, but cormmon sense tells 
you water will travel more 
than one way in the ground.” 
Thorton said the sewage 
facility is still in the planning 
stages and the site near West 
Twin Lake is a proposed site. 
The township is currently 
seeking permits to put in test 
wells for a hydrological
